During the reign of the two firet sovereigns of 
the House of Hanover, more than half a Sone 
of journals, almost exciusively devoted to the 
commanicatioa of news, were established im 
London ; but as yet much was wasting to com- 
plete the scheme of our present newspapers. At 
the late King’s accession, and for many subse- 
quent years, we find in the papers of the day —of 
which, the “ Loudon Chromacie and the “ St. 
James s Chromecle,’ are still in existence—nei- 
ther politics! ¢ . rt y inteih- 
gence, or even reports ef the proceedings af the 
courtsof law. The debates of Pariiament at 
that time seem to have been as ucknewn to the 
body of the people, as the deliberations of the 
Privy Council ; the commencement and conciu- 
. {a sesson were mentioned sometimes to a 
single paragraph , aad tia member wished to mm 

form his constituents of the particular line of 
conduct which he had pursued, be was obliged, 
like honest Andrew Marvel, to correspond with 
them every day by letter. Even domestic infor 

mation was 20 scantily diffused, that one of the 
earlest conotry pewspapers, established in the 
west of England, used to communicate the inte}- 
ligence from Yorkshire and other parts of the 
north, under the head of foragn news. 

It would extend this article to too great a 
length, to give even the most concise account of 
the ongm, number, and characters of foreign 
journals. iloiland led the way w this species of 
eet per ; and searcely a capital is now to be 
found without its “Gazette” or a town of any ex- 
tent without its“ Diary.” They have flourished 
most where liberty ts most widely diffused. and 
most firmly established ; and, next to Fagland 
America seems to be the chosen seat of free 
dizevanon and newspaper publication. The num- 
ber annually disseminated througtiont the U aited 
States, amounts to twenty-five millions, which 
»robably far exceeds the amoant of those pub- 
ished in the whole of the French empre; but 
no siagle journal, m any country, ever attained 
the circulation of the Parisian “ Monileur Uni 
vervel, which, during some period of the late 
war, averaged forty thousand a day.
